Report from Cape Colony — Examination for plague-infected rodents.

Cape Town, Cape of Good Hope, September 18, 1905. 
The following report by the medical officer of health for the Colony 
on the occurrence of bubonic plague in the Cape Colony for the week 
ended September 16, 1905, is published for general information.

Port Elizabeth. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital, no cases were under treatment. One hundred and seventy rats (5 found 
dead) and 105 mice (5 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, 
of which 3 rats and 2 mice proved to be plague infected. 

Uitenhage. — Thirty-three rats (2 found dead) and 42 mice (2 found dead) were 
bacteriologically examined during the week without any signs of plague infection 
being discovered. 

East London. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. At the plague 
hospital no cases were under treatment. Ninety-three rats (12 found dead) and 31 
mice (4 found dead) were bacteriologically examined during the week, of which 1 
mouse proved to be plague infected. 

King Williams Town. — No case of plague was discovered during the week. Thirty- 
four rats (8 found dead) and 18 mice (1 found dead) were bacteriologically examined 
during the week, of which 1 rat proved to be plague infected. 

Other districts of the Colony. — No plague infection was discovered either in man or 
animals. Three hundred and fifty-one rodents were examined during the week from 
the Cape Town harbor board area and the shipping in the harbor, and 5 from the 
Claremont municipality; also 536 were examined by the medical officer of health for 
the city from the CapeTown municipal area.

Vice-Consul Dougherty reports, September 29, as follows: 
Deaths for week ended September 22, 1905, 16. Week ended Sep- 
tember 15, 1905, 20. There is no epidemic of any kind in Sierra Leone. 
The usual health conditions prevail. 

BRAZIL. 

Reports from, Rio de Janeiro — Inspection of vessels — Mortality statis- 
tics — Plague, smallpox, and yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, September 11 and 20, as 
follows: 

During the two weeks ended the 10th instant the following vessels 
left this port for United States ports: On the 30th ultimo the Nor- 
wegian bark Lady Palmerston, for Philadelphia, with a cargo of 
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manganese ore, no passengers and no change in the personnel of the 
crew. On the 31st ultimo the British steamship Bartholay, for Wil- 
mington, N. C, with no cargo, in water ballast, with no passengers, 
and with no change in the crew personnel while here. On the 1st 
instant the British ship Glooscap, for Charleston, with a cargo of 
coffee, no passengers, and with 11 new members of the crew, out of a 
total of 19, taken on in this port; the cargo of this vessel was coffee as 
stated, and was the first cargo leaving here for Charleston in almost two 
years' time. On the 2d instant the British steamship Tennyson, for 
New York, with a cargo of coffee, 21 first cabin and 12 third-class 
passengers, and with no change in the crew personnel while in port. 
On the 7th instant the British steamship Hypatia, for New York, 
with miscellaneous cargo; this steamer only put in here on her way 
from Buenos Ayres to land some cargo and take up some more; she 
carried no passengers and landed 1 member of the crew here, a deserter. 
On the 9th instant the British steamship Maria de Larrinaga, for New 
York, with a cargo of coffee, no passengers and no change in the per- 
sonnel of the crew while in this port, and on the same date, the British 
steamship Lovaine, in water ballast, for Pensacola, with no passengers 
and no change in the personnel of the crew while in this port. 

No other vessels left this port for United States, Canal Zone, or 
Cuban ports during the period under consideration. 

Reports from Chile. 

The only reports received from Santiago during the period for 
which this report is made were as follows: 

August 24, 1905. From the 1st of January, 1905, to the present 
there have been in all 3,560 deaths from variola in Santiago. 

September 8, 1905. There have been 970 cases of variola in the 
city of Valparaiso. 

September 1, 1905. There is no decrease in the epidemic of variola 
in Santiago. 

Plague in Argentina. 

A dispatch of the 10th instant from Buenos Ayres reports an out- 
break, rather a recrudescence, of bubonic plague in Choya, and that 
during the past few days there were 9 new cases reported. 

Mortality statistics from the State of Sao Paulo, Brazil. 

Sao Paulo {capital).— -Week ended August 27, 1905. Total deaths, 82, 
not including 13 stillbirths. Causes of deaths: Measles, 1; whooping 
cough, 1; enteric fever, 2; malarial fever, 1; tuberculosis, 4; abdomi- 
nal tuberculosis, 1; syphilis, 1; cancer, 4; diseases of the nervous sys- 
tem, 8; of the circulatory system, 8; of the respiratory system, 12; of 
the digestive system, 14;' of the urinary system, 2; congenital debility, 
4; senile debility, 1; violence, 2, and diseases badly defined, 16. 

Natives, 57; foreigners, 25. Daily average of deaths, 17.71, com- 
pared with 12.57 for the preceding week. 

Week ended September 3, 1905. Total deaths, 82, not including 8 
stillbirths. Causes of deaths: Diphtheria, 1; grippe, 1; enteric fever, 
1; : dysentery, 1; leprosy, 1; erysipelas, 1; malarial fever, 1; tubercu-
